Engineering has # farther’ contribution 
‘on the most important question of the gen- 
eration of energy for gas motors direct from 
tho combustion of bituminous slack in 


produccr dosigned to make gas for power 
purposes, The cheapness of slack gives 4 
great economic advantage, which is of the 
frat importance in a commorciul undortak- 
ing.

together ie only 38 per cent. of the whole, 
Should there be no farther partition of 
territory, and if tits door is stil kept wide 
open to thy world’s trads on the basis of 
eyual terms for all, British commercial 
interests iy the Pur Fast may be regarded 
as only in their infancy cumpared with the 
dimensions they may assume during the 
next decade. And various causes, political 
and economical, ate at work, which mast 
before long bring bout tho* develop- 
ment of the enormous resources of China 
aceording to Western methods. ~ Japan in 
forly years has emerged frou seclusion toa 
maryollous positiva in the world ; and phy- 
sically and mentally tho Chinese also are a 
highly capable race. In abqut thirty yours 
the foreign trade of Japan has increased 
more than twelvefold, while during the 
5 me period, the expansion in China's for. 
eign trade is lens than fourfold. Japan and 
Iniia have a foreign trade of £1. Os. 2d. 
and 8s. Bd. por head respectively, China 
has a foreign trade of 3s. 6d. por head, If 
it increased to the same value per bead as 
in Japan and Indin, China's foreign trade 
would have aggregated in 1899 about 
£403,000,050, and £168,010,000, per annum 
respectively, iustend of £70,000,000, For 
1899 tho revenue cofleected by the Maritimo 
Customs alone amounted to £4,013,000 on 
a foreign trade&of £70,000,009. Chinn's re- 
yenuo on this increased fornign trade at tho 
present tariff would have been £23,000,000 
and £9,600.000 respecti' 

China bas within reach a still larger 

from forvign trade, because ander certain 
circumstances; trado could -well afford’ to 
pay a substantislly larger tariff than the 
present, But before that can be brought 
shout, Hkin and all inlatd taxation on 
merchandiss must go. Theso taxes, which 
oro charged by native officials (more-or less 
extortionate) at burricrs created for the 
purpose on the fivers, ¢ &c., have 
hatopered tide most ecrivualy, and ns a 
quid pro quo of thoir abolition tho Euro- 
pean Powers can safely conceda to China a 
substantial increnso in the present tariff on 
imports. But it should be distinctly 
provided in a new treaty that ono fixed 
increased paymont, in place of the pressft 
inland taxation, should: allow merchandiso 
to be moved from any part. of China
